Chief Minister and other Ministers draw a salary of Rs 1,250, 
the Chief Secretary to the Hyderabad Government draws a 
monthly salary of Rs. 2,750 I.G. and the Deputy Secretary 
draws a salary of nearly, Rs. 1,500 and the Assistant Secretary 
draws something like Rs. 800 It is very interesting to note 
that our Chief Minister has been demanding from the Opposition 
some constructive suggestions As regards this cut, it could 
have been made, so that the Budget could have been a less deficit 
one. This item has not been looked into. The States of Bombay 
and Madras pay their Chief Secretaries Rs. 1,400 per month 
m I.G It may be said in this connection that there is the Hy- 
derabad Civil Service, but Mysore too has a Civil Service, where 
the Chief Secretary draws something like Rs 1,200 I G to 
Rs. 1,400 per month It may be noted that the provinces which 
are adjacent to Hyderabad are comparatively well-administered, 
and I do not think there is any necessity to continue to pay such 
high salaries to the Secretaries I would therefore suggest that 
there should be a drastic cut, or at least we must brmg the salaries 
paid to the Secretaries on a par with those paid by the neighbour- 
ing provinces 

The number of Secretaries too, of course, is large, and it 
does not mean, therefore, that the administration is comparatively 
better But leaving aside the number, I think that the salaries 
paid to these Secretaries are too high While the Government 
speaks of austerity drives and some economic cuts, we have not 
been able to reduce this amount. It may well be said that the 
salaries which we pay to the Secretaries are necessary, considering 
the work and the responsibilities they shoulder in running the 
administration It can be admitted that the permanent staff 
of the administration must be well-paid, but feeding is one thing, 
and giving healthy food, though it is a necessary requisite, 
fattens the body, so that in a way, it lessens the efficiency of the 
person, who is paid high I would, therefore, suggest that our 
administration must be brought on a level with the other provinces, 
which have had an earlier beginning in democratic functioning 
But it also must be looked into that there should be a uniform 
pay scale throughout India. It is a very good thing that the 
Ministers m almost all the States and the Speakers and the Deputy 
Speakers in all the States have been drawing a uniform salary, 
and, therefore, it is also necessary that the administration and the 
Secretaries also~ get a uniform salary.
